Italy and Southern 



The group; had come a long way 
since activation at BCcChbrd field, 
Wash., In January,. 1041. At that time 
Iha akelelM •rganlullon had anty a 

few old B-lSs. The A-20 Havocs, mis- 
named Bostons, were received in time 
for the North Carolina maneuvers of 
July^and August, 1942. 

The first big overseas test came 
when the Afrlka Korps broke through 
Kasierine P^. Through the entire 
riainswept day, the Havocs raked and 
bombed the Jammed roads leading to 
the pasa as ack-ack poured down on 
them from the canyon walls. Worn 
out combat crews and groundsmen 
had their reward In this short mes- 
sage fram the Army: "The enemy is 
in retreat u a result of your bomb- 
Later in the Tunisian War, the 
group blasted the enemy's key airport 
of La Fauconnerie, dishing out such 
damage in repeated atUcks that it is 
credited with a large share of the 
Luftwaffe's destruction in Africa. It 
later took part in the air conquest of 
Pantellaria. 

The only U. S. bomb group to oper- 
ate from Malta, the group was in the 
front of the Sicilian battle. The main 
target for their telling and hazardous 
attacks was La Schiacca airdrome. 
In Mareh, the A-20s began to build 
up their reputation as the crack am- 
mo suppy and petrol dump destroyers 
of TAF. Havoc pilots looked on them- 
selves as the middleman between 
close support and strategic forces. 
Heavies bombed enemy supply sour- 
ces, mediums and fighter bombers 
blocked roads and wrecked convoys 
leading to the front and Havocs took 
care of supplies that managed to trick- 
lo through the air blockade. 

Laiely, the A-20s have, been switch- 
ed to the night shift. Serving as Intru- 
ders, their new Job is to catch enemy 
transport as it tries to move under 
cover of darkness. 

Col. Green's l>oys have carried out 
most of the "nickling" or propaganda 
leaflet dropping behind enemy lines. 
A third Job is that of : dropping sup- 
plies to ground units. Last winter 
they delivered the goods in belly- 
tanks, but It was found that most of 
the supplies were wrecked in high- 
speed delivery. 

In, all, the group has turned In a 
total of 1,150 missions and 12,000 
sorties during the past two years.
